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LIFE  SENTENCE:  SHUMUK  MEMOIRS 
PUBLISHED 

The  most  recent  CIUS  publication  is 
Life  Sentence:  Memoirs  of  a Ukrainian 
Political  Prisoner  by  Danylo  Shumuk. 

The  author,  a Ukrainian  from  the 
Volhynia  district,  is  Amnesty 
International's  most  "senior"  political 
prisoner,  having  been  incarcerated  in 

[various  prisons  and  labour  camps  for 
almost  thirty-seven  years.  Life  Sentence 
is  his  autobiography. 

The  book  describes  the  author's 
early  life  and  his  involvement  with  the 
communist  movement  under  Polish  rule. 
After  the  Soviet  invasion  of  Western 
Ukraine  in  the  autumn  of  1939,  Shumuk 
became  disillusioned  with  communism. 
During  the  war,  he  joined  the  Ukrainian 
Insurgent  Army  (UPA),  which  engaged  in 
a struggle  to  drive  out  both  the 
German  and  Soviet  occupants  of 
Ukraine.  Captured  by  Soviet  troops  in 
1945,  he  was  sentenced  to  death,  a 
sentence  that  was  later  commuted  to 
life  imprisonment. 

Life  Sentence  gives  a vivid 
portrayal  of  camp  life:  the  factions,  the 
intrigues  and  the  unprecedented 
challenge  to  the  Soviet  authorities  that 
was  mounted  by  the  strike  in  the 
Norilsk  area  in  1953.  Throughout  the 
book,  Shumuk  s character  sustains  him 
well.  Despite  numerous  hardships  — the 
author  is  now  in  exile  in  Soviet 
Mordovia  and  reported  to  be  gravely 
ill  --  he  remains  defiant,  a challenge  to 
totalitarianism  that  cannot  be  ignored. 

The  volume,  40 1 pages  in  length, 
is  priced  at  $19.95  (cloth)  and  $14.95 
(paperbound).

UPDATE  ON  ENCYCLOPEDIA  OF 
UKRAINE  PROJECT 


Volume  One  Feted  In  Edmonton 
On  15  November  a wine-and-cheese 
reception  was  held  at  the  Faculty  Club, 
University  of  Alberta,  to  mark  the 
appearance  of  the  first  volume  of  the 
alphabetical  Encyclopedia  of  Ukraine  in 
English.  The  reception  followed  the 
volume's  official  unveiling  in  Toronto  on 
26  October  at  an  afternoon  reception 
hosted  by  the  publisher,  the  University 
of  Toronto  Press,  followed  by  a public 
banquet  in  the  evening.  In  Edmonton, 
the  reception  was  organized  by  the 
Ukrainian  Professional  and  Business  Club, 
and  featured  remarks  by  Mrs.  Patricia 
Sembaliuk,  club  president,  Mr.  John 
Stashuk  of  Vancouver,  president  of  the 
Canadian  Foundation  for  Ukrainian  Studies 
and  Dr.  Manoly  Lupul,  CIUS  director. 

Covering  the  letters  A to  F,  the 
first  volume  is  the  fruit  of  research  by 
more  than  100  scholars  in  the  Western 
world,  at  a cost  of  almost  one  million 
dollars.  An  updated  and  translated 
version  of  Entsyk/opedi ia 
ukrai noznavstva,  the  work  is  edited  by 
Professor  Volodymyr  Kubijovyc, 
president  of  the  Shevchenko  Scientific 
Society  (the  oldest  Ukrainian  research 
society),  who  has  lived  and  worked  at 
Sarcelles,  France  (near  Paris),  for  over 
thirty  years.  Managing  editor  is  Dr. 
Danylo  Struk,  who  is  in  charge  of 
CIUS'  Encyclopedia  of  Ukraine  Project 
Office,  Department  of  Slavic  Languages 
and  Literatures,  University  of  Toronto. 

Dr.  Lupul  is  overall  project  co-ordinator. 

The  first  volume  is  968  pages  in 
length  and  contains  approximately  2,800

entries,  450  black-and-white  illustrations, 
five  colour  plates,  eighty-three  maps 
(six  in  colour)  and  a large  fold-out  map 
of  Ukraine  with  a 32-page  gazetteer 
bound  separately  in  the  same  binding  as 
the  book.  The  volume  retails  for  $115, 
plus  $4.50  for  postage  and  handling  if 
acquired  from  the  Canadian  Foundation 
for  Ukrainian  Studies  directly.  A Special 
Collector's  Edition  of  100  numbered 
copies,  autographed  by  Professor 
Kubijovyc  and  quarter-bound  in  leather 
with  the  spine,  front  covers  and 
slip-case  stamped  in  gold  foil,  retails 
for  $500. 

All  volumes  of  the  encyclopedia 
will  contain  five  categories  of  entries: 

1.  Ukraine's  geography  and  natural 


environment,  archaeology  and 
history,  jurisprudence,  the  church, 
language  and  literature,  education, 
art,  theatre,  music  and  the 
economy; 

2.  the  scholarly  disciplines  in  Ukraine, 
including  anthropology,  botany, 
chemistry  and  economic  studies  as 
they  relate  to  Ukraine; 

3.  Ukraine's  geographical-historical 
regions:  e.g.,  Azov  (Sea  of), 
Bessarabia,  Black  Sea,  Bukovyna, 
Crimea; 

4.  Ukraine's  relations  with  other 
countries,  contacts  between 
Ukrainians  and  other  peoples  and 
nations,  national  minorities  in 
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Ukraine,  countries  to  which 
Ukrainians  have  emigrated  and  cities 
with  Ukrainian  communities;  and 

5.  biographies  of  individuals, 

geographical  locations,  periodicals 
and  publications,  associations  and 
organizations  and  historical,  political 
and  economic  periods,  events  and 
institutions. 


The  encyclopedia  project  is  the 
joint  effort  of  four  institutions  whose 
purpose  is  to  undertake  and  develop 
scholarly  Ukrainian  studies: 

1 . Canadian  Institute  of  Ukrainian 
Studies,  which  coordinates  the 
English-language  project  and 
finances  most  of  the  preparation 
costs: 

2.  Shevchenko  Scientific  Society, 
which  prepared  the  nine-volume 
Ukrainian-language  work  on  which 
the  English  version  is  based; 

3.  Encyclopedia  of  Ukraine  office  at 
the  University  of  Toronto,  which 
prepares  the  English-language 
version;  and 

4.  Canadian  Foundation  for  Ukrainian 
Studies,  currently  based  in  British 
Columbia's  Lower  Mainland,  which 
covers  some  of  the  preparation 
costs  and  all  of  the  costs  of 
publication. 


Second  Printing  of  Volume  One 
As  a result  largely  of  promotional  visits 
by  Mr.  Stashuk,  foundation  president,  to 
the  major  Ukrainian  communities  in 
eastern  and  western  Canada,  the  first 
printing  of  5,000  copies  was  almost 
sold  out  by  the  end  of  1984  and  the 
University  of  Toronto  Press  will  soon 
undertake  a second  printing  of  additional 
copies.  The  brisk  sales  will  assist  both 
the  institute  and  the  foundation  in  the 
publication  of  the  second  volume,  which 


is  scheduled  to  appear  in  the  fall  of 
1987. 


Government  of  Manitoba  to  Subsidize 
Volume  Three 

Following  the  precedent  of  the 
government  of  Saskatchewan,  which  in 
1981  contributed  $100,000  to  the 
foundation  toward  the  publication  of 
volume  two.  Premier  Howard  Pawley  of 
Manitoba,  at  a special  ceremony 
organized  by  the  Ukrainian  Professional 
and  Business  Club  in  Winnipeg  on  21 
November,  announced  that  his 
government  will  grant  $150,000  to  the 
foundation  toward  the  publication  of 
volume  three  of  the  encyclopedia.  The 
grant  was  negotiated  largely  by  the 
Ukrainian  Canadian  Professional  and 
Business  Federation  (currently  based  in 
Winnipeg),  which  established  the 
foundation  in  1975. 


Editorial  Board  Enlarged 
At  a meeting  in  Toronto  on  28 
October,  the  encyclopedia  editorial  board 
was  enlarged  with  the  addition  of  Dr. 
Bohdan  Krawchenko  and  Mrs.  Sofia 
Yaniv.  Dr.  Krawchenko  is  CIUS  assistant 
director  and,  jointly  with  Dr.  Wsevolod 
Isajiw,  the  new  editor  for  entries  in  the 
social  sciences.  Mrs.  Yaniv,  a member 
of  Professor  Kubijovyc's  staff  at 
Sarcelles,  co-ordinates  the  sections  on 
the  Arts  and  the  Press  and  assists  Mr. 
Sviatoslav  Hordynsky  with  the 
illustrations.  Other  members  of  the 
editorial  board  are  Professors  Kubijovyc 
(editor-in-chief),  Vasyl  Markus  (Loyola 
University,  Chicago,  associate  editor), 
Arkadii  Zhukovsky  (Institut  National  des 
Langues  et  Civilisations  Orientales,  Paris, 
assistant  editor),  Danylo  Struk  (managing 
editor)  and  Manoly  Lupul  (project 
co-ordinator).

3.  Fourteen  maps  of  Europe  and  the 
U.S.S.R.  The  donation  includes 
territorial-administrative  and 
geophysical  maps  of  Ternopil  (3), 
Lviv,  Kiev,  Odessa,  Poltava,  Volyn 
and  Rivne  oblasts,  and  maps  of 
Romania,  Serbia,  the  Moldavian  and 
Ukrainian  S.S.R.  (2)  and  the 
U.S.S.R.  (2).  Most  were  produced 
in  Moscow  by  the  Main 
Cartographic  Institute,  mostly  in

PROGRESS  REPORT,  CENTRE  FOR 
UKRAINIAN  CANADIAN  STUDIES 
(MANITOBA) 


Courses  and  Enrol  I ments 
During  the  fall  term  1984  over  125 
students  were  registered  in  courses  in 
the  Centre  for  Ukrainian  Canadian 
Studies,  St.  Andrew's  College,  University 
of  Manitoba.  The  enrollment  exceeded 
i that  of  the  first  term  in  1983,  and  it 
i is  anticipated  that  the  number  will 
increase  in  the  second  term.  The 
number  of  credit  hours  in  which  the 
students  were  registered  increased  by 
17  per  cent.  This  means  that  more 
students  registered  for  a larger  portion 
of  their  university  programmes  in 
courses  sponsored  by  the  centre. 

In  the  spring  1984  Taras  Udod 
received  a B.A.  degree  in  Ukrainian 
Heritage  Studies  through  the  courses 
offered  by  the  centre.  Recently,  Eugene 
Uhryniuk  received  the  B.A.  with  a minor 
in  the  same  area. 

The  courses  taught  at  the 
university,  primarily  at  St.  Andrew’s, 
included:  Introductory  Ukrainian  (A. 
Pawlowsky);  Conversational  Ukrainian  (A. 
Pawlowsky);  History  of  Ukraine  (0. 
Gerus);  Contemporary  Ukrainian  History 
(S.  Hryniuk);  Government,  Politics  and 
Society  in  Soviet  Ukraine  (D.  Daycock); 
Geography  of  Ukraine  (Z.  Mieczkowski); 
History  of  Eastern  Christianity  (R. 
Yereniuk);  Major  Thinkers  in  the  Eastern 
Christian  Tradition  (R.  Yereniuk  and  A. 
Baran),  Ukrainian  Arts  in  Canada  (D. 
Hlynka). 

Off-Campus  Courses 
As  in  previous  years,  the  centre  also 
sponsored  several  courses  off-campus. 
For  the  second  year,  A.  Pawlowsky 


taught  "Conversational  Ukrainian"  in  the 
evening  at  the  Ukrainian  National  Home 
in  Winnipeg.  For  the  third  year  in 
succession  the  centre  offered  a course 
in  Dauphin,  "History  of  Ukraine"  by  S. 
Hryniuk,  and  in  the  second  term  Dr. 
Hryniuk  will  teach  "Ukrainians  in  Canada” 
at  the  Ukrainian  Cultural  and  Educational 
Centre  in  Winnipeg.  Among  the  students 
in  these  courses  are  numerous  auditors, 
who  register  for  personal  interest.  The 
courses  are  funded  by  the  centre,  with 
assistance  from  the  Division  of 
Continuing  Education,  University  of 
Manitoba,  and  the  agencies  and 
organizations  listed  below.

It  is 
organized  jointly  by  CIUS,  Historic  Sites 
Service  (Alberta  Culture),  and  the 
departments  of  History  and  Slavic  and 
East  European  Studies  (University  of 
Alberta).  It  is  co-sponsored  by  CIUS  and 
Alberta  Culture  and  is  designed  to  assist 
Historic  Sites  Service  with  the 
development  of  the  UCHV  as  a "living" 
open-air  museum. 

Although  the  focal  point  is 
Alberta's  first  Ukrainians,  the  emphasis 
will  be  primarily  on  cultural  life  in  the 
bloc  settlement  northeast  of  Edmonton 
(the  largest  in  western  Canada),  for  the 
UCHV  borders  on  the  bloc  and  houses 
artifacts  and  buildings  derived  from  it. 
Scholars  have  also  been  advised  to 
interpret  the  chronological  period 
liberally  and,  wherever  possible,  to 
extend  it  into  the  1940s  so  as  to 
accommodate  better  the  concept  of 
change.

OMELJAN  PRITSAK  AND  LEO  MOL  TO 
RECEIVE  HONORARY  DEGREES 

The  honorary  degrees  committee  of 
the  University  of  Alberta  Senate  has 
announced  that  Dr.  Omeljan  Pritsak, 
director,  Ukrainian  Research  Institute, 
Harvard  University  (HURI),  and  Leo  Mol, 
(Lev  Molodozhanyn),  the  distinguished 
sculptor,  will  be  awarded  Doctor  of 
Laws  degrees,  honoris  causa,  at  the 


Spring  Convocation  1985.  Dr.  Pritsak, 
currently  the  Mykhailo  Hrushevsky 
Professor  of  Ukrainian  History  at 
Harvard,  has  been  the  guiding  hand 
behind  HURI's  development  since  its 
inception  in  1969.  Mr.  Mol  has 
produced  commissioned  monuments  of 
Taras  Shevchenko,  Washington,  D.C. 
(unveiled  June  1964)  and  Buenos  Aires, 
Argentina  (unveiled  November  1971)  and 
executed  busts  of  numerous  prominent 
individuals,  among  them  Dwight  D. 
Eisenhower,  John  G.  Diefenbaker, 
Cardinal  Slipyj  and  A.  Y.  Jackson. 


THE  IVAN  LYSIAK-RUDNYTSKY 
COLLECTION 

In  his  will,  the  late  Professor  Ivan 
Lysiak-Rudnytsky  left  his  library  and 
personal  papers  to  the  University  of 
Alberta.  The  library,  consisting  of  3,000 
volumes,  was  recently  transferred  to 
the  university,  and  a large  number  have 
been  selected  for  inclusion  in  the 
university's  holdings.  Among  the  volumes 
are  many  out-of-print  books  on 
Ukrainian  and  East  European  history, 
especially  on  the  development  of 
Ukrainian  political  and  social  thought  in 
the  nineteenth  and  twentieth  centuries. 
Notable  in  the  collection  are  such  rare 
items  as  early  editions  of  the  works  of 
Mykhailo  Drahomanov,  the  standard 
political  history  of  Ukrainians  in  Galicia 
by  Kost  Levytsky  and  the  classic 
conservative  interpretation  of  the 
Ukrainian  revolution  of  1917-20  by 
Vasyl  Kuchabsky.  Volumes  selected  for 
the  university  library  will  be  identified 
by  a special  bookplate.  Staff  members 
of  CIUS  will  examine  the  rest  of  Dr. 
Rudnytsky's  books  for  possible  inclusion 
in  the  CIUS  reference  library,  and  the 
disposition  of  the  remaining  volumes  will 
be  decided  subsequently. 

The  university  archives  have 
received  Dr.  Rudnytsky's  personal 
papers,  access  to  which  is  currently 
restricted.  In  addition,  the  archives  have 
received  seventeen  boxes  of  material 
related  to  various  historical  projects  in 
which  Dr.  Rudnytsky  was  engaged. 


Several  rare  maps  of  Ukraine  owned  by 
Dr.  Rudnytsky  have  been  donated  to  the 
university's  Map  Library. 

The  Ivan  Lysiak-Rudnytsky  Collection 
represents  an  extremely  valuable  addition 
to  the  university's  library  resources  in 
Ukrainian  studies.

Seminars 


ROMAN  ONUFRIJCHUK 

The  first  seminar  of  the  fall  term 
was  given  on  21  September  by  Mr. 
Onufrijchuk,  School  of  Graduate  Studies, 
Department  of  Communications,  Simon 
Fraser  University.  The  topic,  based  on 
Mr.  Onufrijchuk's  essay  in  the  CIUS 
publication  Visible  Symbols  (1984),  was 
"Experiencing  Ukrainian  Canadian  Culture: 
Toward  a New  Strategy." 

The  fundamental  threat  to  Ukrainian 
Canadian  culture,  argued  Mr.  Onufrijchuk, 
is  that  of  suffocation  by  the  much 
more  powerful  "dominant  cultural 
discourse”  of  North  American  schools, 
media,  commodities  and  activities.  Within 
this  larger  context,  Ukrainian  Canadian 
experience  is  perceived  as  valueless.  It 
is  trivialized,  as  happened  in  the  "Hunky 
Bill"  controversy  in  Vancouver,  or 
treated  with  indifference.  The  dominant 
discourse  is  itself  destructive  and  banal, 
lacking  in  the  human  values  that  only  a 
living  tradition  can  sustain.  Nevertheless, 
it  is  this  pseudo-culture  of  modernity 
that  holds  sway  in  the  contemporary 
world.  How  is  a small,  local  culture  to 
resist  it  successfully? 

Silence  and  denial  are  clearly 
unproductive  responses;  a strategy  is 
essential.  Mr.  Onufrijchuk  identified  three 


possible  strategies.  The  first,  historically 
dominant  in  the  Ukrainian  Canadian 
community  and  identified  with  the 
populist  tradition,  consists  in 
perpetuating  received  cultural  activities 
because  "that  is  the  way  we  have 
always  done  it."  This  position  fails, 
maintained  Mr.  Onufrijchuk,  because  it 
reproduces  outdated  forms  while 
ignoring  the  content  of  culture.  It 
provides  no  compelling  reason  to 
participate  in  Ukrainian  culture  rather 
than  accept  the  dominant  cultural 
discourse  as  one's  own. 

The  second  strategy  — a much 
stronger  one,  in  Mr.  Onufrijchuk's 
view  — is  that  of  "institutional  ethnicity," 
exemplified  by  bilingual  education,  ethnic 
studies  in  Canadian  universities  and  other 
activities  that  come  under  the  rubric  of 
official  multiculturalism.  This  strategy  is 
grounded  in  democratic  values  and 
demands  equal  access  to  culture  for  all 
citizens  and  special  attention  to  the 
rights  of  minorities.  Yet  it,  too,  is 
finally  inadequate,  as  it  depends  on  the 
good  will  of  governments.  In  times  of 
recession,  spending  on  multiculturalism 
can  be  cut  back  for  what  are  claimed 
to  be  pragmatic  reasons. 

The  third  strategy,  with  which  Mr. 
Onufrijchuk  identified  himself,  is  that  of 
perceiving  culture  as  a dialogue  in 
which  tradition  is  reinterpreted  in  the 
light  of  current  conditions.  This  "critical 
ethnicity"  breaks  with  both  populism  and 
institutionalism  by  inquiring  into  the 
content  of  cultural  forms  in  order  to 
revitalize  them.  From  this  position,  it 
also  becomes  possible  to  mount  an 
effective  challenge  against  rootless 
modernity.  The  implementation  of  "critical 
ethnicity"  is  a most  difficult  undertaking, 
concluded  Mr.  Onufrijchuk,  but  it  is 
necessary  if  Ukrainian  Canadian  culture, 
now  badly  crippled  by  the  stagnation  of 
artistic  forms,  is  to  survive  and  develop 
in  the  contemporary  world. 
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BOHDAN  KORDAN 

On  19  October,  Mr.  Kordan,  CIUS 
research  associate,  presented  the 
preliminary  conclusions  of  the  Ukrainian 
Canadian  Needs  Assessment  Study 
undertaken  in  September  1983  by  the 
Ukrainian  Community  Development 
Committee,  Prairie  Region  (UCDC,  a 
committee  of  the  national  Ukrainian 
Canadian  Committee).  The  study,  funded 
by  Multiculturalism  Canada  and  carried 
out  by  Mr.  Kordan  as  principal 
investigator,  was  intended  to  analyze 
structural  characteristics  of  the 
community  and  to  identify  environmental 
factors  promoting  or  retarding 
community  development.  Great  pains 
were  taken  to  enumerate  Ukrainian 
organizations  in  the  Prairie  provinces, 
and  a total  of  927  questionnaires  were 
sent  to  them.  Of  these,  351  were 
completed  and  returned.  This  is  the 
largest,  most  ambitious  survey  of  the 
Ukrainian  community  yet  undertaken  in 
Canada. 

On  the  basis  of  census  data,  Mr. 
Kordan  outlined  several  major  trends 
affecting  the  community.  The  Ukrainian 
language  is  being  lost  at  a rapid  rate: 
the  number  of  speakers  of  Ukrainian 
diminished  by  69,000  (a  decline  of  19 
per  cent  between  1961  and  1981), 
mainly  because  of  the  death  of 
post- 1945  immigrants,  the  virtual 
absence  of  immigration  in  the  1960s 
and  1970s  and  the  effects  of 
urbanization  and  intermarriage.  Since 
Ukrainians  have  an  exceptionally  high 
rate  of  intermarriage  and  marriage 
breakdown,  the  number  of  single-parent 
families  has  greatly  increased  and  the 
family  unit  has  become  less  of  a 
bulwark  against  assimilation  than  was 
formerly  the  case.  The  same  is  true  of 
the  churches:  less  than  half  the 
Ukrainian  population  now  claims 
membership  in  either  of  the  two 
traditional  denominations.  Since  the 
average  income  of  Ukrainians  in  1980 
was  less  than  $11,000,  there  is  a 
limited  pool  of  community  funds 
available  for  organizational  activities. 
Demographic  trends  also  work  against 


the  community,  since  Ukrainians  have  a 
significantly  lower  proportion  of  young 
people  and  a higher  proportion  of  the 
aged  than  does  the  Canadian  population 
as  a whole. 

The  UCDC  survey  found  that  71 
per  cent  of  the  organizations  responding 
to  the  questionnaire  claimed  a stable  or 
increasing  level  of  membership.  Mr. 
Kordan  argued,  however,  that  this 
statistic  masks  a long-term  organizational 
decline.  It  must  be  remembered  that  25 
per  cent  of  the  prairie  organizations 
have  been  formed  since  1971,  so  that 
their  membership  has  not  yet  had  time 
to  diminish.  Also,  religious  organizations 
are  composed  largely  of  older  people 
and  have  difficulty  recruiting  new 
members.  On  the  other  hand,  fully  68 
per  cent  of  cultural 
organizations  — dance  groups,  choirs, 
and  social  clubs  in  which  young  people 
are  concentrated  ~ exist  independently 
of  their  parent  organizations  and  cannot 
be  expected  to  swell  the  latter's  ranks. 
Over  the  past  fifteen  years,  the  number 
of  organizations  devoted  to  the  care  of 
the  aged  has  increased  dramatically,  but 
only  some  3 per  cent  of  organizations 
are  involved  in  day  care  and  immigrant 
aid,  which  are  important  to  younger 
people. 

While  44  per  cent  of  the 
organizations  responded  that  the 
Ukrainian  Canadian  Committee  represents 
their  interests,  only  31  per  cent  actually 
belonged  to  the  UCC,  and  only  22  per 
cent  of  organizations  formed  after 
1955  were  affiliated.  Thus,  while  the 
value  of  co-ordination  was  generally 
recognized,  the  UCC  is  clearly  failing  to 
live  up  to  its  potential  in  this  regard. 
Organizations  also  face  a financial  crisis, 
as  58  per  cent  have  an  annual  budget 
of  less  than  $5,000,  even  though  they 
sponsor  more  than  one  activity. 

Provincial  funds  are  awarded  in  the 
form  of  minuscule  grants,  while  only 
19  per  cent  of  organizations  have 
received  federal  funds. 

Mr.  Kordan  concluded  by  pointing 
out  that  the  community  requires  a much 


better  system  of  networking  than  the 
one  which  is  now  in  place,  and  that 
the  recruitment  of  youth  to  community 
organizations  is  the  most  pressing 
priority.  This  in  turn  will  require  a 
renewal  of  leadership,  the  re-evaluation 
of  organizational  priorities  and  increased 
support  for  non-traditional  activities. 


YURY  BOSHYK 

The  third  seminar  of  the  fall  term 
was  presented  on  16  November  by  Dr. 
Boshyk  of  the  Department  of  Slavic 
Languages  and  Literatures,  University  of 
Toronto.  His  topic  was  "The  Forgotten 
Generation:  The  Ukrainian  Socialist 
Revolutionary  Party  before  the 
Revolution." 

There  is  general  agreement,  stated 
Dr.  Boshyk,  that  the  USRP  was  the 
largest  and  most  important  political 
party  in  Ukraine  during  the  revolutionary 
period.  Most  historians  have  claimed, 
however,  that  the  party  had  no  history 
before  1917.  Dr.  Boshyk's  research 
indicates  that  the  origins  of  the  USRP 
can  be  traced  back  as  far  as  1903-4, 
when  Ukrainian  socialist-revolutionary 
groups  existed  in  Poltava  province  and 
in  the  university  towns  of  Kiev,  Kharkiv 
and  Odessa.  During  the  revolution  of 
1905,  socialist-revolutionary  peasant 
groups  were  active  in  Kiev,  Poltava  and 
Chernihiv  provinces,  as  well  as  in 
Symferopil  and  Odessa.  The  membership 
of  these  various  groups  was  drawn 
from  teachers,  students,  civil  servants 
and  zemstvo  officials,  many  of  whom 
had  previously  been  affiliated  with 
Russian  revolutionary  and  liberal  parties. 

The  USRP  held  its  first  congress 
in  Kiev  in  1907,  but  severe  police 
repression  made  it  impossible  for  the 
party  to  continue  its  activity.  The 
executive  members  emigrated  to  Lviv, 
where  they  produced  many  publications. 
By  1910-11,  however,  a new 
generation  of  young  activists, 
predominantly  students,  was  beginning  to 
revive  the  USRP  in  Eastern  Ukraine.  This 
generation  was  more  nationally  conscious 


than  its  predecessors,  both  because  of 
the  development  of  Ukrainian  institutions 
after  1905  and  because  a strong  wave 
of  Russian  chauvinism  provoked  them  to 
defend  Ukrainian  identity.  The  minister 
of  internal  affairs,  Stolypin,  proclaimed 
in  1910  that  all  non-Russians  in  the 
empire,  including  Ukrainians,  were  to  be 
considered  foreigners,  and  that  their 
institutions  were  potentially  harmful  to 
the  state.  Even  though  he  soon 
reversed  his  stand  on  the  Ukrainians, 
the  government's  true  attitude  to 
non-Russians  had  been  made  clearly 
apparent.  Stolypin  banned  the  Prosvita 
society  and  all  university  lectures  in  the 
Ukrainian  language,  which  further 
antagonized  Ukrainian  students. 

At  this  time,  the  number  of 
Ukrainian  students  was  increasing  very 
rapidly:  by  1913,  there  were  16,000  in 
Kiev  alone.  Since  they  came  from  the 
traditional  peasant  settlements  of  Kiev, 
Chernihiv  and  Poltava  provinces,  they 
brought  with  them  a strong  Ukrainian 
consciousness  which  found  expression 
in  a host  of  new  institutions.  Ukrainian 
bookstores  proliferated  in  the  major 
cities,  and  by  1913  there  were 
nineteen  Ukrainian  periodicals  in  the 
Russian  Empire.  Even  though  their  press 
run  was  minuscule  when  compared  with 
that  of  Russian-language  publications  in 
Ukraine,  this  was  an  impressive  advance 
over  the  situation  before  1905. 
Ukrainian-owned  insurance  firms  and 
joint-stock  companies  spread  throughout 
the  country,  and  the  co-operative 
movement,  in  which  USRP  activists 
played  a decisive  role,  underwent 
explosive  growth:  there  were  450 
co-operatives  in  1900  and  6,510  in 
1914.  As  the  national  movement  grew, 
so  did  the  USRP,  whose  members' 
revolutionary  politics  meshed  easily  with 
their  national  commitment.  At  its  second 
congress  in  1914,  the  USRP  adopted  a 
programme  of  territorial  autonomy  for 
Ukraine  and  nationalization  of  land  by 
the  state.  The  party  decided  to  work 
with  the  most  dynamic  strata  of 
Ukrainian  society  — the  proletariat  and 
middle  class  — and  to  involve  itself 
less  with  the  conservative  peasantry.

During  the  First  World  War,  when 
Ukrainian  cultural  institutions  were 
suppressed,  the  USRP  continued  to 
work  throught  the  co-operative 
movement,  which  was  indispensable  to 
the  Russian  war  effort.  In  1917,  when 
the  fall  of  the  Russian  monarchy  gave 
Ukrainians  freedom  of  political  action, 
the  USRP  appeared  to  spring  out  of 
nowhere.  This  appearance  was 
deceptive,  concluded  Dr.  Boshyk:  the 
USRP's  large  cadre  of  student  activists 
and  extensive  network  in  the 
co-operative  movement  provided  a very 
solid  basis,  hitherto  unexplored  by 
historians,  for  its  political  pre-eminence 
during  the  revolution.

On  28  November,  Dr,  Wolfdieter 
Bihl,  professor  of  history  at  the 
University  of  Vienna,  presented  a public 
lecture  on  "Metropolitan  Andrei 
Sheptytsky  and  the  Vienna  Government." 
Dr.  Bihl  visited  Canada  to  participate  in 
a conference  on  Metropolitan  Sheptytsky 
organized  by  the  Chair  of  Ukrainian 
Studies  at  the  University  of  Toronto, 
and  his  lecture  was  a presentation  of 
his  conference  paper. 

After  outlining  the  situation  of 

I Ukrainians  in  the  Austro-Hungarian 

Empire,  Dr.  Bihl  turned  to  his  principal 
subject.  The  Austrian  government,  which 
appreciated  Sheptytsky's  Austrophile 
political  stand,  attempted  unsuccessfully 
to  secure  his  nomination  as  a cardinal 
in  the  spring  of  1914  (a  further 
unsuccessful  effort  was  made  in  1916). 
In  August  1914,  upon  the  outbreak  of 
the  First  World  War,  Sheptytsky  sent  a 
memorandum  to  the  Austrian  foreign 
ministry  urging  that  arrangements  be 
made  for  Ukraine's  separation  from 
Russia  once  the  victorious  Austrian  army 
had  occupied  Ukraine.  He  further 
advocated  the  formation  of  a Ukrainian 
army  on  the  model  of  the  Zaporozhian 
Cossack  Host,  to  be  headed  by  an 
Austrian  general  who  would  be 
proclaimed  hetman.  The  Orthodox  church 
was  to  continue  in  existence,  though 


Russian  influence  would  be  expunged 
completely.  In  the  same  month, 
Sheptytsky  issued  a pastoral  letter 
calling  on  Ukrainian  Catholics  to  remain 
loyal  to  Austria  and  to  resist  the 
"godless  liars"  inciting  them  to  support 
the  Russian  cause. 

Although  Sheptytsky  was  to  be 
transferred  from  Lviv  on  orders  from 
the  Austrian  prime  minister,  he  stayed 
in  the  city  and  was  arrested  by  the 
invading  Russians,  who  deported  him  to 
the  interior  of  the  empire.  Not  until 
July  1917  did  the  efforts  of  the 
Austrian  government  and  the  Vatican 
secure  his  release.  Sheptytsky  had 
managed  to  obtain  the  Russian 
Provisional  Government's  recognition  of 
the  Greek  Catholic  church  and,  as  he 
told^  an  interviewer  from  the  Journal  de 
Geneve,  he  envisioned  the  future 
reunification  of  Eastern  and  Western 
Christendom,  with  the  Ukrainian  church 
playing  a mediating  role.  In  1918 
Sheptytsky  re-established  the  diocese  of 
Kholm  and  promoted  efforts  to  revive 
the  Catholic  church  in  Volhynia.  The 
Austrian  government,  which  had 
decorated  Sheptytsky  in  1917  for  his 
steadfast  loyalty  to  church,  emperor  and 
country,  began  to  view  his  activity  with 
misgivings  as  the  war  drew  to  a close. 
Dr.  Bihl  quoted  a memorandum  written 
in  1918  by  a high  Austrian  official  who 
argued  that  the  political  and 
ecclesiastical  union  of  the  Ukrainian 
lands  .would  not  serve  Austrian  interests. 
There  could  be  no  question,  he  pointed 
out,  of  incorporating  all  of  Ukraine  into 
the  empire.  With  the  fall  of  the 
Austrian  monarchy  in  1918,  relations 
between  Sheptytsky  and  the  Vienna 
authorities  came  to  an  end,  and  the  last 
mention  of  Sheptytsky  in  Austrian 
government  documents  occurred  in  a 
police  report  of  1921. 
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BOHDAN  KRAWCHENKO 

The  last  seminar  of  the  fall  term 
was  given  on  14  December  by  Dr. 
Bohdan  Krawchenko,  CIUS  assistant 
director,  on  "Soviet  Ukraine  During  the 
Second  World  War." 

Despite  the  awesome  burden 
shouldered  by  Ukraine  during  the  war, 
this  period,  said  Dr.  Krawhcenko, 
remains  obscure.  In  the  course  of  that 
conflict  6.8  million  citizens  of  Ukraine 
perished,  while  direct  material  damage  in 
Ukraine  represented  over  40  per  cent 
of  total  Soviet  losses. 

Analyzing  the  German  advance  into 
Ukraine,  Dr.  Krawchenko  indicated  that 
the  swift  defeat  of  Soviet  troops  was 
a natural  consequence  of  the  many 
weaknesses  of  Stalin's,  regime.  Low 
morale,  the  depletion  of  experienced 
commanders  in  the  purges  and  military 
organization  as  bureaucratic  and 
inflexible  as  its  peacetime  counterpart 
frustrated  the  Soviet  military  effort. 

The  initial  response  of  the  civilian 
population  toward  the  Germans  has  yet 
to  be  studied  in  a systematic  way. 
However,  it  can  be  said  that  the  image 
of  smiling  Ukrainians  in  national  costume 
welcoming  the  German  'liberators'  with 
the  traditional  bread  and  salt  is  a gross 
exaggeration.  The  stereotype  was 
peddled  effectively  during  the  Cold  War 
to  prove  that  American  commitment  to 
psychological  warfare  directed  at  the 
Soviet  population  would  pay  huge 
dividends.  An  extensive  analysis  of 
eye-witness  accounts  and  interviews  with 
refugees  reveals  that,  while  the  vast 
majority  of  the  people  were  relieved  to 
see  the  Soviets  leave,  most  saw  "no 
reason  to  be  overjoyed  by  the 
Germans"  since  common  sense  dictated 
that  "they  have  not  come  to  Ukraine  to 
do  good,"  to  quote  one  eye-witness. 

Considerable  attention  was  focused 
on  the  two-month  period  between  the 
evacuation  of  Soviet  authority  and  the 
entrenchment  of  the  German 
administration,  July  to  September  1941. 


In  the  short  time  span,  numerous 
attempts  at  the  spontaneous  organization 
of  Ukrainian  society  (in  local 
administration,  schools,  newspapers, 
cultural  life)  were  made.  In  explaining 
this  unexpected  self-activity,  often 
manifested  within  a few  days  after  the 
Soviet  departure.  Dr.  Krawchenko 
stressed  two  factors.  The  first  was  the 
role  of  western  Ukrainians,  several 
thousand  of  whom  were  sent  into 
Soviet  Ukraine  by  their  revolutionary 
nationalist  parties  to  play  an  important 
catalyst  role.  The  second  was  the 
development  of  national  consciousness 
of  Soviet  Ukrainians  during  the  previous 
two  decades. 

The  period  of  national  revival 
ended  abruptly  with  the  entrenchment  of 
German  civil  administration.  The  first 
concerted  German  campaign  against 
Ukrainian  national  assertion  began  on  31 
August  1941  in  Zhytomyr,  and  by  the 
end  of  September  1941  it  had  engulfed 
all  of  Ukraine.  Tens  of  thousands 
perished,  as  the  Einsatzqruppen,  task 
forces  of  specially  selected  police 
officials  headed  by  SS  officers  from 
Himmler's  trusted  circles,  struck  at  the 
cadres  of  the  nascent  Ukrainian  national 
movement  at  the  same  time  as  they 
initiated  the  slaughter  of  Jews. 

In  examining  German  policies  in 
Ukraine,  Dr.  Krawchenko  stated  that  in 
none  of  the  other  countries  occupied 
by  the  Nazis  was  there  such  a large 
occupation  force  and  apparatus  as  in 
Ukraine.  If  participation  in  the  Nazi 
administration  is  a measure  of  the  level 
of  collaboration,  then  in  Soviet  Ukraine 
collaboration  was  the  lowest  in 
occupied  Europe,  if  only  because  the 
Germans  did  not  permit  it. 

German  racial  policies,  their 
treatment  of  prisoners  of  war,  their 
agricultural  policies,  the  forced 
recruitment  of  Ostarbeiter  (conscript 
labour),  as  well  as  their  actions  in  the 
areas  of  education,  culture  and  health 
gave  rise  to  large-scale  resistance 
movements. 
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In  analyzing  these  movements, 
attention  was  paid  to  the  activities  of 
the  pokhidni  hrupy  (expeditionary  groups) 
sent  by  the  Organization  of  Ukrainian 
Nationalists.  These  groups  scored 
notable  successes  in  the  industrial 
regions  of  Ukraine  because  they  had 
abandoned  the  integral  nationalist 
doctrine  and  introduced  other  changes 
in  the  theory  and  practice  of  their 
organization.  The  Soviet-led  partisan 
movement,  as  well  as  the  role  of 
Ukrainians  in  the  Red  Army,  were  also 
examined.  It  was  pointed  out  that  one 
of  the  consequences  of  the  German 
occupation  was  the  rise  of  Ukrainian 
patriotism,  a force  which  Stalin  tried  to 
harness.  While  Stalin's  concessions  to 
Ukrainian  national  sensitivities  did  not 
amount  to  much,  his  concessions  had 
an  enormous  symbolic  significance,  for 
they  legitimized  the  expression  of 
Ukrainian  national  self-awareness.  The 
opportunity  was  seized  by  the  Ukrainian 
intelligentsia  and  party  leaders  and 
transformed  into  a major  propaganda 
effort  which  invoked  the  traditions  of 
the  Ukrainian  liberation  struggle.  The 
intelligentsia  and  party  leadership 
attempted  to  continue  the  momentum 
when  the  last  German  troops  were 
forced  out  of  Ukraine  in  the  autumn 
1944.  Their  efforts  were  stopped  by 
Zhdanov's  crackdown  on  liberalization 
which  began  in  Ukraine  in  1946.

Disillusioned  with  communism,  he  joined  the  Ukrainian 
Insurgent  Army,  which  was  engaged  in  a struggle 
against  both  German  and  Soviet  occupiers.  In  1945,  he 
was  captured  by  Soviet  troops  and  sentenced  to  death 
(a  sentence  that  was  later  commuted  to  life 
imprisonment).
